Relatives of Lower California Stockade Captives 
Wire Knox, Asking Warship, and He 
Orders Investigation.

SAN DIEGO, Cal., April 11.—Mexican 
filibusters are holding a number of 
American women and children captives 
in a stockade at Alamo, Lower Cali- 
fornia, it became known here today. The 
prisoners are said to be at the mercy 
of their captors, and to haye suffered 
snsults and indignities: ’ Protests have 
been made to Secretary of State Knox, 
and Sen®tor Perkins, chairman’ of the 
Senate Committee on Naval’ Affairs has 
been advised. | 

Among those held captives are G. 
Raffi, his wife and five children of San 
Diego. The names of the others have 
not been disclosed. The appeal to Secre- 
iary Knox was made by_O. Henry Sav- 
age of this city, a relative of Mrs. 
Raffi. 

News of the condition of the prisoners 
at Alamo was received at Ensenada 
last week, Savage said today, and was 
reported to George B. Schmucker, United 
States Consul, as wel] as to Gov. Celso 
Vega of Lower California. Savage 
charged that Vega did not send relief, 
and Schmucker, he says, ignored the 
complaint. : ;

Southern Co. Will Ask “Steam 
Railroad Grant From the New 
Assembly. 


MAYOR WILL SIGN _BILL 


Companion Measure to Permit 
Locomotives in Gratiot and 
Eighth Streets. 


H. D. Mepham, one of the promoters 
of the Southern Illinois Traction Co., 


told: a Post-Dispatch reporter Tuesday 


that he and his associates would igtro- 
duce in the new Municipal Assembly a 
bill for a steam railroad franchise over 
the lower deck of the free bridge. The 
bill was introduced in the old Assembly 
as the companion bill of the Southern 


Illinois Traction franchise for an elec- 
tric railway. Mayor Kreismann has in- 
dicated his purpose of signing the elec- 
tric franchise bili, which passed the late 
Assembly. 

If the second bill is passed by the 
new Assembly and signed by the Mayor, 
Mepham and his associates, one of 
whom is Jeptha D. Howe, will have 
possession of both decks of the. bridge. 
Mepham said Tuesday he was negotiat- 
ing traffic arrangements with railroads 
and that nis proposition was advancing 
so rapidly that it would be necessary to 
get his steam railroad bill reintroduced 
early in the session: 

The reason the bill was not pushed in 
the last Assembly, Mepham said, "was 
because it was referred by Chairman 
Russell of the House of Delegates Rail- 
road Committee to the Board of Public 
Improvements for a report. The board 
reported that the trackage. proposed 
was not suffielent for the’ delivery of 
coal in St. Louis. 

Railroad on Streets. 

The bill asked for a steam railroad 
franchise on Eighth, Ninth and Tenth 
streets, between Gratiot streets and 
Chouteau avenue. Mepham declared. 
that if the bill Was passed, the steam 
railroad would ‘haul coal into St. Louis 
and deliver it without making any ar- 
bitrary bridge charge. 

While the railroad franchise was 
rending one of the principa! objections 
urged against it was the fact that it 
gave the company the use of Gratiot 
sireet, the only continuous thorough- 
fare between Chouteau avenue and the 
Mill Creek Vatey. Frank H. Gerhart 
and others contended that if tracks 
were -laid in Gratiot sfreet to connect 
with the bridge, they should be owned 
by the city, to insure a free epppoech 
from the West. 

The franchise which the company 
asks is for the use of Gratiot street, 
from Seventh .to Tenth streets, and of 
Eighth, Ninth and Tenth streets,  be- 
tween Gratiot street and Chouteau ave- 
nue. 

Frank H. Gerhart, one of the princi- 
pal supporters of the free bridge, told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter that the 
friends of the Free Bridge will oppose 
the passage of this bill, as they opposed 
‘the grant on the upper deck of the4 
structure. 


. Mayor Defends Bill. 

S. lL. Moser, representing the People’s 
League, called on Mayor Kreismann 
Tuesday and presented the league's res; 
olutions opposing the Southern Illinois 
franchise. 

‘After reading the resolutions, 
Krejismann said to Moser: 

“IT wish you people could take a broad- 
er view of this matter. I have carefully 
looked into this franchise with a view 
of finding any valid objection to it. 1 
have failed to find one.‘ 1 have also had 
city Counselor Walther advise whether 
the fact that the Southery Illinois Trac- 
tion Co. as an TIjlinois corporation 
would invalidate the .franchise. He has 
informed me that it would not.’ 

Mayor Kreismann made a statement 
to reporters Monday evening intimating 
that he would sign the Southern Trac- 
tion bill some time Tuesday. He said 
he was preparing a lengthy statement | 
of’ his reasons for signing the bil: 

The Mayor said there had been much 
niisapprehension regarding the bill, He 
said it did not give the Southern Illi- 
nois Traction Co. a monopoly over the 
Lridge., but wold permit any other com- 
tany to use the tracks. He said there 
hed been“ objection to the 50-year fran- 
chise, but that long term franchises 
were necessary to Induce people to in- 
vest money in public utility enterprises. 

One of the strong objections to the 
free bridge bond issue, the Mayor said, 
was the apprehension that nobody would 
uge the bridge. He said the Southern 
Traction Co. franchise would meet that 
vbjction, and prove that the bridge 
would be used.

NEW OLEOMARGARINE 
ESCAPES HEAVY TAX 


CHICAGO, April 11.—A _ clever’ ruse 
adopted by manufacturers and dealers 
in oleomargarine has cost the Govern- 
ment $300,000 in Chicago elone in the 
last year, according to a statemenc 
made by Samuel M. Fitch, Collector of 
Internal Revenue. 

Fitch declared that through misbes- 
resentation the public has been buying 
a lower grade oleomargarine, upon 
which there is no tax than the colored 
product on which the manufacturer 
must pay a tax of 10 cents a pound. 

‘“‘Last year we issued 705 licenses in 
Chicago, and thus far this year only 
209,"" he said. “This shows rather 
plainly that something is wrong.

Scores of ‘Relatives of Feudists 
Are Lying in Wait in War of 
“Extermination. 


OLD. TROUBLE THE CAUSE 


Two ‘Foes ‘Seek Out “Devil 
Anse’’ White and He Kills 
One and the Other Flees. 


Epecial to the Post-Dispatch. 
LEXINGTON, Ky., April 11.—One man 


has been shot dead and two wounded in 
u feud which has broken out again in 
the mountains of Breathitt County, and 
the authorities fear the encounter is 
the opening of another war of exter- 
mination. The persons in the present 
conflict were involved in the feud when 


Attorney James B. Marcum and Mar- 
shal James Cockrill were killed in the 
streets of Jackson; rye 

Jason Deaton, accompanied by Luke 
Begley, went Sunday to the home of 
Anse White, on the Perry County line, 
io settle an old trouble with him. White 
is known as “‘Devil Anse,”’ an honorary 
title that formerly belonged to ‘Devil 
Anse” Hatfield, and is a brother of Tom 
White, who is serving a life sentence 
for the murder of Attorney Marcum. 
He was a witness in the trial of Judge 
James Hargis for the murder of Dr. D. 
H. Cox and admitted on the witness 
stand that he himself had been em- 
ployed to kill Marcum, but did not get 
the opportunity. 

White Shoots First. 

White knew of Deaton’s intention to 
visit him and was prepared. He got in 
the first shot and Deaton fell. Raising 
himself on his elbow, Deaton fired at 
White and wounded him in the leg. 
Meanwhile Begley had opened fire on 
White. White drove him off with a bul- 
let in the side and White then shot Dea- 
fton twice through the“ head as he lay 
wounded. 

Immediately scores of relatives of both 
men armed themselves .and are lying 
in wait for one another in Various cab- 
irn homes in the neighborhood. Eath 
side declares it will exterminate tho 
other. 

Officers have not attempted to arrest 
White. He is a dead shot, a desperate 
man, and of a family that holds human 
life’ at no value, .ase-is a- brother-in- 
law of John Abner, recently assassinat- 
«d in Jackson, and for whose murder 
Deaton and several others were tried 
and acquitted. 

Were Formerly Friends. 

Deaton and White were formerly 
friends, but in the Hargis-Cockrill feud, 
in which there were°severa}] assassina- 
tions, Deaton figured on the side of the 
C‘ockrills, while White was with the 
Elargis. faction. i 

In another feud Deaton was charged 
with the attempted murder of former 
Sheriff Edward E. Callihan, who has 
now decided to sell out his property 
end quit the feud- -ridden district. In 
cn earlier feud Robert, a brother of 
Jjeaton, was killed by Callihan's fol- 
lowers.

The United States Circuit.Court. of 
Appeals affirmed tlhe decision against 
Joseph F. Kolley, walking delegate, who 
was charged with interfering with brick- 
layers working on the new Cathedral, in 
2 decision handed down Tuesday. 

In June, 1999, an ihjunction was ob- 
tained against Kolley and others re- 
straining them ‘from interfering with 
workmen on the.cathedral.

BOYCOTT AWARD OI OF | 
$232,340 SET ASIDE 


Hatters Fight Begun-in 1901 
Will Be Further Continued 
By Decision. 
DANBURY, Conn., April 11.—The de- 


cision of the United States Circuit 
Court of Appeals in New York revers- 
ing the award of $232,340 damages to tho 
D. E. Loewe & Co. of this city against 
the United Hatters of North America 


will further extend a case’ which has 


been in the courts sinee 1903 and prac- 
tically resolved itself into a contest be- 
tween the American Anti-Boycott Asso- 
ciation and the American Federation of 
Labor. The case dates back to 1901, when 
union hatters employed by D. E. Loewe 
& Co. struck. Suit was brought in 1903 
ggainst Martin Lawler and 289 other 
members of the Hatters’ Union for $250,- 
( damages for alleged boycotting. 

Then the case was taken up by the 
american Anti-Boycott Association and 
carried to the Supreme Court of the 
lnited States as to whether the allega- 





tions constituted a ‘ violation of ee 
Sherman anti-trust law. In February, 
i908, the Supreme Court ruled that the 
allegation constituted a violation of the 
law and in October, 1909, the trial be- 
san in the United States Circuit Court 
at Hartford and after 4 three months’ 
hearing resulted in the verdict which 
Was set aside today.

| forfeiture and destruction of such foods and prod- 
ucts. 

' * ‘Officials of the Federal Pure Food Bureau have 
been active of late in the work of confiscating 
and destroying adulterated food products. But 
their work is confined to products shipped from 
state to state. It must be supplemented by the 
power of the states, in order to prevent frauds 
arising within the states. The Federal and State 
authorities should show equal activity in en- 
forcing every section of the pure food laws, so 
that all the people may be protected.

‘. Olive Schreiner 
Flas Discovered 
the “New Man” 


He Is as Startling as the ‘‘New Woman”’ and Like Her 
Is the Outcome of Changed Conditions and Higher 
Ideals. A Review for the Post-Dispatch.

HE New Man, mate and masculine 
counterpart of the New Woman, 
has arrived! Or, rather, he has 
been with us for some time, but 
it remained for Olive Schreiner, author 
of “Woman and Labor,” to discover 
ard label him. 

The womar who made South Africa 
famous long before the Boer war made 
it temporarily the center of interna- 
‘tional politics, introduces in her new 
) book the improved type which has 
© evolved from the woman’s revolt and 
presents him to her public as the New 
‘Man. Here is her definition of him: 


IDE by side with the New Woman, 

corresponding to her, as the two 
sides of a coin cast in one mold, through 
@iffering from each other in superficial 
‘Getall, are yet of one metal, one size 
and one value, old in the sense in which 
phe is old, belmg merely the reincarna- 
tion of the anciert forms of his race 
new in the sense in which she is new, 
in that he is an adaptation to materia!

“The sexual and social ideals which 
dominated the fox-hunting, hard-drink- 
ing, high-playing, retklessly loose-liv- 
ing country squire, clergyman, lawyer 
and politician who headed the so¢tial or- 
ganism of the past, are at least as dis- 
tinct from the ideals which dominate 
thousands of their male descendants 
holding corresponding positions in the 
societies of today as are the ideals of 
her great-great-grandmother’s remote 
from those Gomjnating the most modern 
of New Women. 

“If anywhere on earth exists the per- 
fect ideal of that which the modern 
woman desires to be, of a laboring and 
virile womanhood, free, strong, fearless 
and tender, it will probably be found 
imaged deeply in the heart of the New 
Man, engendered there by his own high- 
est needs and aspirations.”

And the hand 
whitened and frame softened, till, at 
last, the very duties of motherhood, 
which were all the constitution of her 
life left her, became distasteful, and 
from youth to age her offspring often 
owed nothing to her personal toil. 

“In many cases s0 complete was. her 
enervation that at last the very joy of 
giving life, the glory and beatitude of a 
virile womanhood, became distasteful; 
and shé sought to evade it, not because 
of its interference with more imperious 
duties to those already born of her, or 
to her society, but because her existence 
of inactivity had robbed her of all 
joy in strenuous exertion and endurance 
in any form.”’ 

Whether in France or America or 
England, or in ancient Greece, Assyria 
or Rome, this type is essentially one 
in its results, Miss Schreiner ded¢lares. 

“She is the ‘fine lady,’ the human 
female parasite, the most deadly mi- 
crobe which can make its appearance 
on the surface of any social organism.” 

Work is all that Miss Schreiner de- 
mands for woman, and she is frank 
enough to admit that the demands of 
the new woman meet with opposition 
from the maudlin molluses of her own 
sex and not from man. 

HE “young dude’ and “the male 

: voluptuary of feeble intellect” are, 
Miss Schreiner believes, the only types 
of men that object to woman's economic 
and social emancipation. 

“It is not an imaginary danger,” she 
says, “which the young dude, of that 
type which sits in the front row of 
the stalls in a theater, with sloping 
forehead and feeble jaw, sucking at 
intervals the top of his gilt-headed 
cane and watching the unhappy 
women who,.dance for gid, sees loom- 
ing before him, as he/lisps out his 
deep disapproval of increased knowl- 
edge and the freedom of obtaining the 
means of subsistence in intellectual 
fields by woman, and expresses his vast 
preference for the uncultured ballet girl 
over all types of cultured and pro 
ductive laboring womanhood in the un- 
iverse. A subtle and profound instinct 
warns him that, with the increased in-” 
elligence and economic freedom of wom- 
an, he, and such as he, might ultimately 
be left sexually companionless, the un- 
desirable residuary, male old. maids of 
the human race.” 

“The feeble minded male voluptuary 
will face social extinction when woman 
becomes completely emancipated, for he 
will be no longer able to purchase her 
through assuming the obligation of her 
support, the consideration his person- 
ality could never win.” 

HE suggestion that men and women 
in the same flelds of labor will 


met by Miss Schreiner in her concluding 
chapter. 

“The actor oftenest marries\the act- 
ress,” she says, “‘the male musician the 
female; the reception room of the liter- 
ary woman or female painter is found 
continually frequented by men of her 
own calling; the woman doctor asso- 
ciliates continually with and often mar- 
ries one of her own confreres;: and us 
women in increasing numbers share the 
modern fields of labor with men, which 
have hitherto been apportioned to them 
alone, the nature and strength of the 
sympathy arising from common labors 
will be increasingly clear. 

“The sharing by men and women of 
common labors, necessitating a common 
culture and therefore common habits of 
thought and interests, would tend to fii) 
that painful hiatus which arises so con- 
tinually in modern conjugal life, divia- 
ing the man and woman as soon as the 
first sheen of physical attraction which 
glints only over the unknown begins to 
fade, and from which springs so large a
